The Trear “a of Gen oral Lee. 
Lost evening nn appreciative audience as­ 
sembled nt the Unit of the Historical Society, 
to bear n paper read by Me. Geo. Ilenry 
Moore, Librarian of the New York Historical 
Society, on the life and character of Major 
Genera) Charles Lee. The most important 
paints of tbe lecture retted upon documents 
whieb hare nerer been given to the public, 
and which were received with thrilling in­ 
terest. We can give but n meagre outline of 
tbelectnrc. 
Gen. Lee, was bore in England, and it it 
said entered the Britixh army A t he age of II; 
after serving there for a number of years, he 
entered the Polish service and was appointed 
Aid-de-camp to tbe Polish King. 
He after­ 
wards re-entered the English service, bat be­ 
coming disgusted, with what be conceived to 
be the want of appreciation of his military 
genius, be emigrated to America in 1773. 
It 
has always been known that General Lee was 
rash, arrogant, ooneeitcd, and too mueh dis-' 
posci to sacrifice great interests to his own 
vanity, but Mr. Moore, from official docu­ 
ments which have come into bis possession, 
depicts bim in still darker colors. 
It «ras 
Los*» ambition to be Commnnder-in-Cbiei of 
the American Army, and although this posi­ 
tion could not be given him, yet so high and 
generous was the appreciation of his learning 
and military science, that be was created the 
second Mujor General in the service, being 
ranked only by Washington and General 
Ward. 
In no respect really did Lee come up to the 
high expectations formed of him; lie constant­ 
ly depreciated Washington and was ever at­ 
tempting by letters to the New England Gov­ 
ernors and to parties in Congress to place 
himself in the position of W ashington; his 
whole career was marked by disobedience of 
orders, until lie was taken prisoner by a de­ 
tachment of British dragoons under C<>1. Har- 
eourt, having been engaged that very day in 
writing his foulest letter of abuse to General 
Gate# against Washington, a ja c simile of 
which ws« exhibited by tbe lecturer to the 
Society. Being taken to New York and 
lodged in the City Hall, in mortal fear of be­ 
ing put to death as a deserter from tbe British 
Army, or a rebel against the British Govern­ 
ment, he penned a document addressed to 
Lord and General Howe, containing a plan 
betraying the American cause to tbe British 
Government, second only in infamy to thatof 
Benedict Arnold. The identical paper, in 
General Lee’s own hand writing and endorsed 
by Mr. Streacbey, the Secretary of the Bri­ 
tish Commissioners, As follows:— 
Mr. LeFs plan, Deoember 29, 1777,” was 
exhibited to the Society by Mr. Moore. 11 is 
plan was, that while tbe bulk of the British 
army should march on Philadelphia, a divi­ 
sion be posted at Alexandria, Vs.. and anoth­ 
er at Annapolis, Md. It was with a thrill of 
Stele pride that the Society heard that Gen. 
Lee, who whatever might have been his char­ 
acter in other respects, wss undoubtedly a 
man of great acuteness, considered that if 
Pennsylvania could be taken, the cause of 
Liberty wss lost forever I The proad position 
of Keystone of the Federal A rch, he, by an­ 
ticipation, conceded to our noble State. 
His 
theory w as:—Pennsylvania taken, New Eng. 
land would give u p; th at the division at An­ 
napolis would induce M aryland to lay down 
her arms ; that the division at Alexandria 
would most effectually separate Virginia from 
Pennsylvania; th at the German counties 
m ight be detached from tbo rest cf the State, 
and that Pennsylvania would thus bo crushed 
between these divisions at A lexandria, An­ 
napolis, and Philadelphia; the Congress it­ 
self be captured, and, as he himself expresses 
it— “ the last spark of the war be extinguish­ 
ed.” 
It has been known in history that tha re­ 
markable movements of Sir Wm. Howe, by 
which he abandoned his direct march on 
Philadelphia through the Jerseys, giving np 
his co-operation with Bargoyne, to sail up the 
Chesapeake and land at the head of Elk, was 
disapproved of by almost all his officers, 
and that its motives were entirely unknown 
to tbe British government. As the time of 
this movement corresponds with the state­ 
ment of this remarkab.e plan of General Lee, 
and as tbe plan in most respects was one of 
great ingenuity, Mr. Moore considered it 
possible, if not probable, that the British 
General (Howe,I in tbe plan of operations 
which be adopted, was following out the sug­ 
gestions of Lee. It is now known also that 
General Lee corresponded with General Bnr- 
g iyne, aud that;» whatever else be revealed to 
him, it is certain that he made known the 
negotiations between the 
American and 
French gorernment, and it was with a sensa­ 
tion of mingled sorrow and disgust that the 
Society thus found General Lee proved a trai­ 
tor. Disgust, however, predominated, ae it 
was seen that subaeqaant to this correspond­ 
ence with Burgoyn*, and this plan laid beforq 
tha British Comcaiaiionerl, that Lee, taking 
advantage of American generosity, again re­ 
ceived command in our army only to disgrace 
hhwsetf atih a bottle of Monmouth. 
Hedied, 
os is well known, withowt hie treason bring 


discovered, in this city; he was followed to 
his grave, at Christ Church, by all that was 
distinguished, both civil and military, then 
ia Philadelphia; he was buried with the hon­ 
ors of war, in 1782 ■, Congress, the Provincial 
Council of Pennsylvania and tbe French Am­ 
bassador following bim to bis tomb—but tbe 
traitor, like tbe murderer, esnnot rest in 
peace, the treason has strangely oome to light, 
and the name of Charlee Lee is henceforth to 
be a by-word end execration. 
Mr. Moore 
cloyed with an eloquent contrast between the 
character of bim wbo was oooe thought fit to 
occupy tbe place of Washington, and the 
majeatie Chief wbo was tbe Saviour of bis 
eoantry, and with a picture of what might 
have been, if Providence had »o far deserted 
es as to have allowed Charlee Lee to have 
held the sword of Washington. 
Lee’s plan is oot signed, but it is easily re- 
oornixable as bis stvle and handwriting. The 
endorsement is In Mr. 8treachey*s ehirogra- 
pby, and Mr. Moore received the documents 
through tbe family of that gentleman. 
Among other things which research into 
Revolutionary history is bringing out, Mr. 
Moore remarxed, was the fact that a strong 
and bitter party existed in Congress, wbo 
were opposed to tbe plana of Washington, 
and wno encouraged the ill feeliug and 
conspiracies of auon man as Lee, Gatea and 
Conway. 
After the applause, with which this inter­ 
esting paper wnv received, had subsided, the 
members crowded around Mr. Moore to con­ 
gratulate him upoo hia very effective address, 
and to examine with thrilling interest the 
very words traced by Lee’a traitorous baud.

A Volunteer BoU Fight. 
I remember once seeing, when a lad at 
school, a fight between two bulls. 
Although 
I oould not have been more than eight years 
of age, I shall nerer forget tho spectacle. 
It 
happened in this wise. 
Close by tbo scbool- 
house—a very unpretending edifice it was— 
ran a deep and rapid river. 
Across it had 
beeo thrown a high wooden bridge, the bond 
railing oCwhich tima, and the winds, and the 
the weather, had entirely destroyed. 
Tho 
land on the opposite sides of tbe stream wav 
owned by different persons and farmed by 
them respectively. One bright summer day 
—I remember itasifitw ere yesterday—the 
hoar of noon had arrived, and a frolicsome, 
fan-seeking troop of school boys wore let loose 
for an hoar's recreation.

drawing hundreds of thousands of men from 
tbeir peaceful ocoupations, deranging tiie fi­ 
nances and intercepting the peaceful current 
of commercial intercourse, without producing 
a most material effect upon tho '

this country. 
We are therefore interested to ! 
know whether that effect will be beneficial or 
damaging. 
At first sight, it may appear advantageous 
to thi* country. 
If the nations of Europe are 
involved, tho soldiers must be taken frutn the 
tillers of the soil, and America become part 
granary of Europe. 
The deficiency of bread­ 
stuff's produced by untilled fields, devastated 
crops, and the waste of war. must besusplied 
by the agriculturists of the United States. 
All the nations of Europe must maintain an 
army on a war footing, even if they do not be­ 
come involved in actual hostilities, and this 
will necessarily diminish the agricultural pro- ¡ 
ducts, and produce a demand for American ' 
breadstuff's. 
We see the effect of this antici­ 
pation already in the sudden rise of floor and 
grain, caused by the war news. This is doubt­ 
less caused to sorno extent by speculative 
combination), but even speculators cannot op­ 
erate without a plausablo basis of probabili­ 
ties to go upon. 
Bot it is at least questionable whether these 
advantages would not prore temporary and 
illusive. In spite of high prices, we might 
find ourselves at tbe en ao f a long and pros­ 
trating European war, in a worse condition 
than at it* commencement. The general boti­ 
nes* of the oountry could not foil to be sym­ 
pathetically affected, and the life of oommoroe 
paralyzed.—Patriot and Union,

With the instinct of true Yankees, this is the 


question generally asked all over this country 
when speculating upon the probable conse- 
quences of the European iv:ir. How will it 
affect us? Our position nnd national policy 
secure neutrality, no matter \vhat other gov- 
ernments become involved in llicgrcat strug- 
gle, but commercially we have an incalculable 
interest 
in 
European 
affairs, 
which 


must tell, in some shape, to our advantage or 
disadvantage upon the business of the coun- 
try. 
Europe cannot engage in a general war, 


drawing hundreds of thousands of men from 
their peaceful occupations, deranging the fi- 
nances and intercepting the peaceful current 
of commercial intoi'courio, without producing 
a most material effect upon the business of 
this country. We are therefore intercsiod to 
know whether that effect will be beneficial or 
damaging, 


At first sight, it may appear advantageous 


to this country. If the nations of Europe arc 
involved, the soldiers must be taken from the 
tillers of the soil, and America become part 
granary of Europe. .The deficiency of bread- 
stuffs produced by unfilled fields, devastated 
crops, nnd the waste of war. must besunplicd 
by the agriculturists of the United States. 
All the nations of Europe r.iuot maintain an 
army on a war footing, even if they do not be- 
come involved in actual hostilities, and this 
will necessarily diminish the agricultural pro- 
ducts, and produce n demand for American 
breadstuffs. 
We see tlie effect of this antici- 


pation already in the sudden rise of flour and 
grain, caused by tho war news. This is doubt- 
less caused to some- extent by speculative 
combinations, but even speculators cannot op- 
crate without a plausable basis of probabili- 
ties to go upon. 


Bat it is at least questionable whether these 


advantages would not prove temporary nnd 
illusive. In spite of high prices, vre might 
find ourselves at the end of a long and pros- 
trating European war, in a worse condition 
than at its commencement. The general busi- 
ness of the country could not fail to be sym- 
pathetically affected, and the life of commerce 
paralyzed.—Patriot and Union,
